Remarks 

Claims 7, 10-14, 1 6, and 19-23 remain in this application and are presented for the 
Examiner's review and consideration. Applicant has amended all claims. Claims 1-6, 8, 9, 15, 17, 
18, and 24-26 have been canceled. Applicant believes the amendments and remarks herein serve to 
place this application in better condition for allowance and are independent of patentability. 

AUpwafrKe Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges with appreciation that claims 10-12 and 19-21 would be allowable 
if rewritten to overcome the 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, rejection. In response, Applicant 
has amended claims 10 and 1 9 and rewritten the claims in independent form. Claims 1 1 and 12 
depend from claim 10 ? and claims 20 and 21 depend from claim 19. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 7, 16, and 26 were objected to because of informalities. In response, Applicant has 
corrected the injfonnalities of claims 7 and 16. In order to expedite prosecution. Applicant has 
canceled claim 26. 

35 U.S.C. §112 Rejection 

Claims 6-22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C §112, second paragraph* as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In response, Applicant has amended independent claims 10 and 19 to overcome this 
rejection. Based on their dependency, Applicant submits claims 7, 1 1-14, 16, and 1 9-23 also meet 
the requirements of §1 12, second paragraph. In order to expedite prosecution, Applicant has 
canceled claims 6, 8, 9, 15, 17, and 18. 

35 U.S.C SI 03 Rejection 

Claims 6-9, 13-18, and 22-26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 3,810,643 to Druss (hereinafter "Druss") in view of U.S. 
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Patent No. 4,361,344 to Hull et al. (hereinafter "Hull"). Also, claims 13 and 22 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Druss in view of Hull and U.S. Patent No. 
3,724,866 to Kaplan (hereinafter "Kaplan"). In response and in order to expedite prosecution of 
this application, Applicant has canceled claims 6, 8, 9, 15, 17, 18, and 24-26. Claims 7, 13, 14, 
16, 22, and 23 have been amended to depend from allowable subject matter.
